Labor Grown Conciliatory—State La* 
bor Department Effects a Quick 
Compromise-Un ion and Independ­ 
ent Labor, Along With the Steam 
Ditcher, Will Dig Together. 


The strike of the laboring citizens 
is passed. 
The meaxbeni of the late­ 
ly organized Federation of labor con­ 
sider that they have achieved a vic­ 
tory. When Mr. Fitzgerald the con­ 
tractor and George Warren of the 
State Department of I,abor reached 
the city Thursday there was not much

Tile agreement in j>oint Is, that the 
contractor shall pay the minkimnm 
scale of 21 1-4 cents an hour, that 
the independent laborers who went

After 
some 'hesitation the door was unlock- 
ed and I ste'pped into a veritable hell, 
If a dozen .hoga had been living in 
that den it could 'not hove been fil- 
thier, and the language and atmos- 
ip-here of the place was simply fear- 
ful.

tion7 was soon directed to two men 
.beastly drank In a 'filthy old bed 
near which Was a large basket con- 
taining fifteen or twenty pint and 
quart bottles of her and 
whisky,

After 
much difficulty and no little humi- 
liation I. :got the drunken preacher 
out of the clutches of the saloon 
keepers, I locked -him in my room 
wlih me, with a ihaWhet and a 'butcher 
knife by my,' side or in my hands I

telegraphed to his. heart-broken wife, 
and returned -him safely to his ihome 
in care of 'his father-in-law. Again 
reason was on tihe throne, will held 
the reins of government, manhood 
was restored, and the poor 
fellow 


was a reformed man again.
